Report of Committee tendered 
at Annual General Meeting, 1929 

T HE COMMITTEE have the pleasure of presenting their 
thirty-ninth annual Report. The New Year finds the 
Club in a very satisfactory position, continuing its activities 
with enthusiasm and energy and proving as heretofore an 
invaluable asset to the Parent Institution. 

During the past year sixty-one new members have been elected. 
Overseas members now number forty-six; country members 221 ; 
Town members 477;student members 437, making a total of 1,181! 
At the Social Meetings held in 1928 the Club had the good 
fortune to enjoy a wealth of artistic talent unprecedented in 
any one year since its existence, the contributing artists including 
such names as Nicolas Medtner, Ernst von Dohnanyi, Emil 
Telmanyi, Jelly d’Aranyi, Adila Fachiri and Isolde Menges. 
At the first Meeting held on Feb. 24th, 576 were present. The 
evening was devoted to compositions by Medtner, M. Medtner 
himself playing solos and accompanying Madame Makushina, who 
sang some of his most beautiful songs. The second meeting held 
on June 16 proved to be one of the most eventful in the history of 
the Club. The Budapest Philharmonic Orchestra was present in 
full strength and was conducted by Professor Ernst von Dohnanyi 
and Otto Berg, Professor von Dohnanyi playing his own Nursery 
Rhyme Variations, and M. Emil Telmanyi playing the violin. 

The Committee is deeply grateful to Madame Katherine Goodson 
for the trouble she took in securing these distinguished artists. 
The attendance of members and guests was well-nigh a record one, 
numbering 714. 
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A further meeting was arranged during the Summer term at 
which Madame Jelly d’Aranyi and Adila Fachiri gave us of their 
best. The meeting took place on July 7 and 504 members and 
guests were present. 

For the final meeting of the year held on November 22 we 
were fortunate in being able to secure the services of the distin¬ 
guished violinist, Miss Isolde Menges, whose very beautiful 
playing on that evening proved a delight to all those present. 
Lady Cooper very kindly accepted our invitation to receive the 
526 members and guests in the absence of the President, Sir 
Henry J. Wood. 

The Committee wish to express their gratitude to all these 
distinguished artists for their kindness in placing their services 
at the disposal of the Club. 

The Annual Dinner was held at the Trocadero Restaurant 
on Friday, July 20 1928 and proved again a very marked success. 
A number of distinguished guests honoured the Club by accepting 
invitations, and interesting speeches were given by Sir Frank 
Dicksee, late P.R.A., Mr John Drinkwater, Mr Sigismund 
Goetze and others. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize was this year given for the Composition 
of a Ballet, to be scored for small Orchestra, according to a 
Scenario contributed by Mr Geoffrey Dunn. It was won by Miss 
Mary Couper, our talented new Goring Thomas Scholar. 

The Club is deeply indebted to Baron Albert Profumo for his 
generous offer of a Prize of 100 Guineas for the composition of 
a piece for Orchestra and the Committee wishes to express its 
grateful thanks. Full particulars of the Prize are to be found in 
the previous number of the magazine. 

There have been five meetings of the Committee with an 
average attendance of seven members. 

The Balance Sheet which accompanies this Report shows the 
Club to be in a sound financial position. 

In accordance with the Rules of the Club the following officers 
retire: The President; four Vice-Presidents, viz., Sir Alexander 
C. Mackenzie, Mr Ernest Read, Mrs Fred Walker, and Dr H. W. 
Richards, and four members of the Committee, viz., Messrs Adam 
Carse, F. Percival Driver, Sydney Robjohns and William Wallace. 
A further vacancy, which has occurred through the appointment 
of Mr Brian Nash to the Hon. Secretaryship, is to be filled. 

The Hon. Treasurer, the Hon. Secretary and Hon. Auditors 
also retire, but are re-eligible.

REPORT FOR 1928 

I N. PRESENTING the Annual Report, the Auxiliary 
Committee is pleased to record that the keen enthusiasm 
shown by members in 1927 has continued throughout the 
past year and is still apparent. 

During the year there have been five very successful dances 
held in the Duke’s Hall. Two of these were informal and took 
place in the middle of the Lent and Michaelmas Terms by 
special permission of the Committee of Management. Mrs 
Whiting and Miss Caroline Hatchard very kindly acted as 
hostesses at the end of term dances on March 31 and June 30 
respectively, and on December 8 the Club had the honour of 
welcoming Dr and Mrs McEwen—Mrs McEwen having most 
kindly consented to act as hostess on that date. The average 
number of members present was approximately 222 at each dance. 

On Saturday, March 24 (1928) an entertainment was held in the 
theatre. In the first half of the programme a performance of 
‘ The Monkey’s Paw ’ by W. W. Jacobs was given—(kindly 
produced by Mr Alec Morphy and assisted by Miss Nancy 
Fletcher), and in the second half miscellaneous items were given 
by Mr Roy Henderson, Dr Weston, Mr Reginald Paul and 
Members of the Mayfair School of Dancing. 

In the Lent Term permission was given to the students branch 
to use the Lecture Hall as a Club Room on Saturdays from five 
till 6.30 p.m. The first meeting was held on March 10. These 
weekly meetings have proved most successful, and since permis¬ 
sion to use the Band Room was obtained last term both Dancing 
and Ping-Pong are in full swing. The Committee wish to thank 
Miss Edith Godfrey for so kindly playing for the Dancing, and 
other members who have given impromptu items on various 
occasions. Several tennis parties were arranged during the summer 
term in Regents Park, but it is feared that owing to the high rate 
of charge, if these are to be continued, some other courts must 
be found. 

The Auxiliary Committee received with much regret the 
resignation of the Hon. Assistant Secretary, Miss Phyllis Tate 
on her ceasing to be a student at the end of the Lent Term. 
Miss Tate had been a member of the Committee since 1923 
and Hon. Assistant Secretary since 1926. She has rendered 
valuable services to the Club during her period of office and the 
Committee felt her resignation a great loss. As a slight mark of 
appreciation of her work, Miss Phyllis Tate was asked to accept 
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a small gift from the two branches of the Club. Miss Dorothy 
Green was nominated to act as Hon. Assistant Secretary. Resig¬ 
nations were also received during the year from the Misses 
Hilda Coxhead and Helen Gaskell and the Messrs. Arthur Fear, 
Douglas Hopkins, Alban Jeynes and Alec Morphy. The following 
were co-opted to fill the vacancies:—The Misses Margorie Ewing, 
Nancy Fletcher and Joan Hulbert, and the Messrs. Jack Barer, 
Philip Burton, Geoffrey Davies and Geoffrey Dunn.

Summer School in New Zealand

I WAS purling out the words ‘Come let us go to Wembley’, 
accent on the Wemb., to the first, allegro phrase in Schumann’s 
Humoresque, op. 20, when the genial face of our Warden 
loomed through the double glass doors of room 33. Dr Richards 
came with a request which caused me to experience that ‘ sinking 
feeling ’ which even Bovril fails to eliminate. The Humoresque 
ceased and I was committed to writing a ‘ brief account of the 
Summer School in New Zealand ’ which I helped to inaugurate 
in 1926-7. . 

The late Lord Northcliffe after his last long tour remarked 
the two most beautiful places he had visited were New Zealand 
and Japan. I can only claim acquaintance with the former; it’s 
a country one approaches with smiles and quits with tears. 
I have crossed four times and these moods only grow in intensity. 
Delayed three months longer in Australia than I anticipated 
I landed in Wellington in the early spring. Great patches of gorse 
glowed on the hills and banks of wild lupins bloomed by the 
way-side. The fresh invigorating breeze, which often increases 
to a hurricane in these parts, seldom ceases to blow, and it is on 
record that a man whose hat had blown into a ravine found 
on descending ninety-five other fellows trying on hats. 

I had still a good month’s work to finish for the Associated 
Board, and if I outline the work of the last day of the examination 
tour it may be taken as typical of many others* December 3rd 
at Invercargill;—9.30 a.m. exams., 1 p.m. Rotary Club luncheon 
and short speech, 2 p.m. saw printer and made out programme, 
2.30 continued and finished the practical examinations, 8 p.m. 
gave a recital in aid of a local charity.

Next morning at 7 a.m. left for Dunedin where after a day’s 
rest the first summer school was timed to open at 10 a.m. 

The success of the undertaking was entirely due to the initiation 
of Mr E. C. Cachemaille, the Board’s secretary at Wellington, 
who staked a large sum from his own pocket on printing and 
publicity. 

This indefatigable adventurer engaged the services of Mr 
Douglas Taylor, the Government Inspector of School Music; 
Miss Valerie Corliss, a very live wire from the R.A.M.; 
and Miss Eileen Russell, a protege of Mr Ernest Read. These 
artists did splendid work in each centre and were greatly 
appreciated. 

Four centres were chosen, Dunedin, Christchurch, Wellington 
and Auckland. 

In each town a leading musician acted as chairman, opening 
the proceedings and giving the course a good start. Amongst 
these I must mention Mr Robert Parker, Hon. R.A.M., who in 
spite of his eighty odd years still carries on. During his fifty 
years’ service in New Zealand this veteran has produced many of 
the finest choral and orchestral works, often soon after publication. 
Each morning we climbed the hill to the University together 
discussing events and personalities in the 4 old country’.. One 
morning Mr Parker brought me a treasured score of Purcell 
which he handled with the same care and pride as another might 
show a Strad or a rare print. 

In Christchurch, Dr Bradshaw opened the proceedings. I was 
glad to renew his acquaintance, for we had met in 1922 when 
the doctor attended our centenary celebrations. 

I heard nothing more beautiful in the colonies than the singing 
of the Cathedral choir, or the concert given by Dr Bradshaw’s 
male voice choir. At the end of a service I turned the leaves of 
a long organ work by Rheinberger and was struck by the accurate 
playing and faultless pedal technique of this quiet distinguished 
musician. Dr Galway, the recently appointed organist of the 
First church of Otago, presided over the first lecture of the series 
in Dunedin and later I had the pleasure of hearing him play 
the ‘ Dorian ’ fugue of Bach and accompany on the organ 
Franck’s Symphonic Variations for pianoforte, the soloist being 
Koa Oliver, a very promising Dunedinite. 

Altogether nearly 300 teachers attended the various courses— 
a surprising number when one considers the size and age. of 
the colony. These sat round a Grand pianoforte—except in the 
lecture room at Christchurch University where the seats rose in 
tiers, making it difficult to move in and out for experiments. 
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Questions were asked and discussed, a number played and their 
performances were analysed. One gentleman played an etude 
of Chopin, and when tackled for a lack of shape and continuity 
said rather sharply ‘ Well play it yourself ’. By sheer good luck it 
still remained in my memory and I ran it through. We 
immediately linked arms, acknowledged the call together, and a 
few weeks later the secretary sent me a letter he had received from 
this pianist which contained the following: u I will now admit, 
having attended the classes, that nothing could have been 
better or more practical ”. 

Some of those present had studied in London, others in Germany 
or elsewhere, but the majority had never left the Dominion. 

I think the latter derived their chief pleasure in listening to a 
description of the methods and performances of artists and 
teachers it has been my privilege to associate with during the 
past thirty-three years. 

At the end of each course a reception was held which gave 
opportunity for meeting and cementing newly formed friendships. 

A very warm welcome awaits any musician who can spare the 
time to go out and conduct further vacation courses. It has been 
suggested that only two centres be formed in ; future, one in 
each island. This would shorten the time of all concerned and 
lessen the expense. 

The pleasure of my tour was enhanced by the presence of my 
wife, whose help in social functions both in Australia and New 
Zealand was invaluable. She was able to visit the Blue Mountains 
and Jenolan caves of N.S.W., the thermal district round Rotorua, 
and to walk the seventy odd miles over the famous Milford Track. 

Both on leaving Sydney and later at Auckland our cabin was 
filled with flowers. We hope we may be spared to go out again 
and yet again.

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Pen Pictures of Personalities Past 6? Present

STEWART MACPHERSON 

T HE penning of Mr Stewart Macpherson’s picture has 
not been an easy job. It is easier in some cases to 
catch the hare than to cook him. I caught my victim 
in his pleasant flat in Westminster, and candidly confess to 
feeling a little overawed, accustomed as I am to interviewing all 
sorts and conditions of personalities. Perhaps it was the 
parliamentary atmosphere of the neighbourhood, for Mr 
Macpherson is surrounded by political celebrities, or perhaps it 
was the man himself, for not only does he look learned, but 
actually is so. The tall erect figure, the frosted hair and incisive 
manner of speech seemed more typical of a Cabinet minister 
than a musician. But even cabinet ministers unbend at times, 
and in a few minutes we were chatting cheerily. 

Mr Macpherson is a man of many parts. Of Scottish descent he 
was born in Liverpool, and practically all his life has been of the 
R.A.M. When he was fifteen he won the ‘ Sterndale Bennett ’ 
open scholarship, and was a pupil of Sir G. A. Macfarren for 
composition, and of Walter Macfarren for the pianoforte. He 
gained several scholarships and prizes, including the Charles 
Lucas medal for composition, and at the immediate conclusion 
of his studentship was appointed a Professor of harmony and 
composition, and was created an Associate of the Academy, 
becoming a Fellow in 1892. A record to be proud of! It was at 
this period of his career that he conducted the Westminster Choral 
Society, a post he held for seventeen years. This society pro¬ 
duced many British works for the first time, several of which 
were conducted by their respective composers. 

He succeeded Frederick Corder in 1903 as professor of composi¬ 
tion at the Royal Normal College for the Blind, and was appointed a 
member of the Board of Musical Studies in the University of 
London, holding the position of Dean of the Faculty of Music 
there from 1924 to 1927. Since 1908 Mr Macpherson has 
devoted himself wholeheartedly to the cause of musical education, 
especially in the Schools of the country, and has been active in the 
crusade for definite aural training as the indispensable foundation 
of all musical education, and in that for the training of teachers. 
His work in this direction, his R.A.M. teaching, his lecturing in 
many parts of England and Scotland (in which his illustrations 
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STEWART MACPHERSON 
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are invariably played by himself) and the writing of his many 
books have diverted his time and energy from composition. But, 
where he has my sympathy in more ways than one, he feels that 
this diversion has enabled him to be of greater use to a greater 
number of people than if he had continued to compose symphonies, 
overtures and the like, which possibly nobody wanted. And yet 
his compositions are numerous. A remarkably beautiful Mass in 
D for solo, choir and orchestra was produced at the St James’s 
Hall in May 1898, and his ‘ Concerto alia Fantasia ’ for violin 
and orchestra was played at a Promenade concert in 1904. His 
theoretical works are too numerous and too well-known through¬ 
out the British Empire to mention in this short sketch, but among 
them reference may be made to his three latest books, ‘ Melody 
and Harmony, ’ c The Appreciation Class, ’ and ‘ Studies in the 
Art of Counterpoint.’ He has., moreover, published a complete 
edition of the 32 pianoforte sonatas of Beethoven. 

Mr Macpherson is a round the world traveller too, and has 
examined in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, Ceylon and 
South Africa. A busy life, and a life full of practical activities 
for the welfare and education of his fellows.

Many will recall the grace and charm with which she presided 
over the musical gatherings so frequently held at the studio in 
Great Marlborough Place. It might be at a meeting of the British 
musical Society, a Bartlett-Robertson recital, or an afternoon 
with the compositions of her gifted husband, she was always 
ready with a smile and a cordial greeting. Her spirit will long 
live amongst the music-makers of the North West district and 
beyond. 
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Mr Dennis Dance gave an Organ Recital at St Mary 
Magdalene, Munster Square N.W. on February 3. 

The Florian Lady Singers formed by Mr John Booth signalised 
their first appearance on any platform by winning the First Prize 
for Ladies Choirs at the Southern Area Musical Festival on 
November 12. 

Miss Scott Gardner gave a lecture on Mrs Curwen’s Pianoforte 
method on February 16 at the King’s Weigh House Club, Thomas 
Street. During the lecture children who had been taught in this 
way gave illustrations of the method—Ear Training—Sight¬ 
playing—Transposition, and performances of duets and solos. 

Miss Dorothy Green gave a course of Lectures on Aural Training 
and Sight-reading between December 8 1928 and February 
2 1929. The lectures were for teachers, and were held at Dorking 
in connection with the Leith Hill Musical Competition. 

Miss Adelaide Rind and a party of British artists have been 
giving concerts of English Folk Music at the Hague and Cologne. 
They were a great success, one of the concerts being broadcast. 

Mr Bernard Hilliard gave an Organ Recital in St George’s

In November he also gave a Pianoforte Recital in the Cape 
Town Studios. 

Mr Leslie Regan conducted the Dulwich Philharmonic Society’s 
concert in the Crystal Palace on Saturday December 8 when one 
of the chief items in the programme was ‘ The Mystic Trumpeter ’ 
by Hamilton Harty. Mr Roy Henderson was one of the vocalists. 

Mr Scott-Baker has given Organ Recitals in Christchurch, 
Woking on November 13 and December 4. Mr Scott-Baker’s 
‘ Magnificat and Nunc Dimittis ’ was sung in Chester Cathedral 
on Nov. 16. 

Miss Desiree MacEwan is shortly leaving for a four months’ 
tour in Germany. It will be in the nature of a busman’s holiday, 
for in addition to seeing the country, she will take the opportunity 
of seeing the musical life of the country, and moreover has already 
been invited to give recitals in Munich and Frankfort. All her 
friends will wish her bon voyage , a happy time and a safe return. 

Miss Gertrude Ford gave a Lecture-Recital on ‘ Dance Tunes 
of Long Ago ’, to the members and students of the Pioneer 
Institute, 70 Victoria Street, S.W., on January 24. 
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Mr Wilkinson Urquhart, on January 7th, opened the 35th year 
of the Ilford Congregational Literary Society, with his Lecture- 
Recital “"A Tour through Europe with a Piano.”
